TERRIBLE TRAGEDY OCCURS NEAR 


HEBRON SUNDAY MORNING WHEN 


FOUR PEOPLE LOST THEIR LIVES 


West Bound Car On Interurban Crashed 


Into Buggy When Horse Driven

when a horse driven by Dennis Dodson frightened 
at the approaching car and whirling suddenly 
jumped across the track. Mrs. Dodson and little 
daughter, Mabel, were instantly killed, Mr. Dod- 
son died a few minutes after being hit, and Hazel, 
another daughter, aged seven, was fatally injured, 
dying at 8:45 o'clock Sunday evening. 


One of the worst casualties, as well 


as the most shocking in the annals 
of Licking county occurred Sunday 
morning at 9:45 o'clock, by which an 
entire family of father, mother and 
two daughters lost their lives when 
a west bound car on the Ohio electric 
Interurban railway struck a horse 
and buggy near Vorhees lane, about 
one-half mile-east of Hebron, instant- 
ly killing Mrs. Dennis Dodson 
and 


daughter Mabel; fatally injuring an- 
other daughter, Hazel, aged (i, the 
latter lingering until 
8:15 o'clock 


Sunday evening, when her sufferings 
were ended and sho was called to 
join her parents and baby sister. Mi:. 
Dodson .lied 
shortly 
after 
being 


placed upon the car.

not been driven much this spring, 
but was considered a safe driver and 
had been

party approached Voor- 
hees lane, about one half mile oasj. 
of Hebron, a west, bound interurban 
car hove iix sight. 
Mr. Dodson

said to have taken 'a tighter grip on 
,lhe reins and the colt did not show 
any signs of fear or nervousness un- 


; til the car was nearly even with the 
| rig, when it suddenly whirled and 
started south across the track. The 
horse cleared the track, but the bug- 
gy was struck squarely in the center 
and 
demolished, the occupants be- 


ing thrown some little distance to 
the side of the road.

the mother and death must have also 
been sudden for her. The lower part 
of the body was bruised. Little Ha- 
zel was picked up and it was 
seen 


that a spark of life still remained. 
She was unconscious. 


Tenderly the dead, with the injur- 


ed child, were placed aboard the car. 
In the meantime word had reached 
Hebron and several autos were call- 
ed into requisition and hastened to 
the scene of the accident. Drs. O. M. 
Kramer and Geo. 
M. Brown were 


among the first to arrive and render- 
ed all assistance in their power to the 
injured child, but it was seen -at onc.e 
that she was beyond all possible hu- 
man aid.

The car proceeded to Hebron and 


thence south 
on the spur 
toward. 


Buckeye Lake until 'Cumberland St. 
was reached, where the Dodson home 
is located a short distance east of 
the track. The dead were carried in- 
to the home and the little injured 
girl Into the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Albert Bader, adjoining the Dodson 
.home. 
Here 
she 
was 
attended 


throughout the day by Drs. Kramer 
and Brown, death coming mercifully 
to end her sufferings at 8:40 o'clock 
In the evening. 
As she was being 


carried into the Bader home she re- 
gained consciousness for a moment, 
recognized Mrs. Bader and spoke to 
her.Dr. W, B. Wiyiarch arrived shortly 
after 10 o'clock, viewed the remains 
and secured the names of witnesses. 
He will hold an inquest some time 
today. 


The rnotorman of the car, Earl 


Beall, came to Newark from West 
Lafayette several years ago, operat- 
ing a car on the city lines for some 
time and then accepted a position on 
the interurban. 
He was. completely 


unnerved after the accident, but con- 
tinued his run throughout the day, 
registering In at 10 'o'clock Sunday 
night. He is held blameless, as the 
road where the 
accident 
occurred 


runs parallel with the track and is 
very narrow, and the horse 
which 


Mr. Dodson was driving apparently 
did not frighten until the car was 
upon them. The power had been ta- 
ken off by Motorman Beall to al- 
low the car to drift for the curve 
near Voorhees lane, and when 
the 


iiorse suddenly jumped across 
the 


track it happened so quickly that ijo 
power on earth could have saved the 
occupants of the rig. 


The terrible accident cast a gloom 
over the 
little village of Hebron, 


where the Dodsons resided, and was 
the subject of conversation throu^Vj- 
out the day. Groups of people could 
be seen Sunday morning discussing 
the sad affair and at the Dodson 
home sympathetic neighbors gathered 
to offer any assistance which migjit 
be needed. 


Dennis Dodson was a son of Mr. 


and Mrs. James Dodson, who reside 
between Newark and 
Hebron. 
He 


was employed by the Heisey Co. in 
the gas fields and was highly re- 
spected and held in esteem by his 
neighbors and those who knew him. 
He is survived by one sister and four 
brothers, Mrs. Myrtle Hampshire (jf 
Hebron, Lemuel and John of 
this 


citv. Charles of Columbus, and Earl, 
who resides with his parents at home.

Wo w-;ro 
making good time nod were running 
parallel along th/> -old National road 
and had reached a point about oqe 
mile east of Hebron, when I noticed 
a rig approaching us. 


The buggy contained a man, a wo- 


man and two children. The 
horse 


had approached to within 
a short 


distance of the1 far when it became 
frightened and plunged across 
the 


track, directly in front of the 
car, 


leaving the buggy containing the oe'- 
cupants on the track. 
I immediate- 


ly realized that an accident was un- 
avoidable, and while I did all that T 
could to avert it, 'Without a moment's 
warning the car struck the 
buggy, 


fairly hurling "tl)e occupants out on 
the ground with great force. 


"As soon as possible I brought the 


car to a stop and then started down 
the track to a farmhouse, which was 
some distance from the scene of the 
accident. ' Fortunately the house was 
equipped with -a telephone, and

THE GOOD THINGS THAT 


HAVE BEEN ACCOMPLISHED 


BY THE LEGISLATURE 


James W. Faulkner's Sunday letter 


to the Enquirer contains the follow- 
ing comprehensive digest of 
what 


has been accomplished by the present 
session of the Ohio Legislature: 


"When the credit side of the As- 


sembly is inspected one marvels at 
the mean little things that it did. As 
a matter of fact, it has accomplished 
more at thie session than any of its 
predecessors since the constitution of 
1851. 
"First and foremost, it took the ju- 


dicial system out of politics by pro- 
viding a separate, nonparti&an ballo^. 
for judges. 
It 
should 
have gone 


farther and made the nominations 
nonpartisan also, but this is not a 
serious defect, as candidates can bo 
named by petition and will be given 
the same rights as those named by 
parties. With this law falls the rep- 
rehensible doctrine of party respon- 
sibility for judges, the only officials 
who are not to be reckoned as pub- 
lic servants. 
"It also fixed the tax rate at 1 per 


cent, allowing the voters to increase 
that amount by SO per cent. It is 
only the voters, though, that 
can 


make the increase, not the officials. 
There was also established a state 
Insurance fund to be made up of as- 


sessments upon employers and work- 
ing people, out of which industrial 
victims will receive 'directly compen- 
sations In generous amounts for In- 
juries received. This law is expected 
to drive into oblivion the "claim 
agent" and the "ambulance chasing"" 
lawyer, who make questionable 
liv- 


ings out of the misfortunes of man- 
gled humanity. 
"It provided, too, for the limiting 


of the hours of employed females in 
factories and shops, practically writ-

RAILROADERS 


MUST SETTLE 


Columbus, O., May 22.—The Fin- 


ley bill has become a law without ac-

"A member of another legislature 


told me that, at the close of the ses- 
sion, he saw a fellow senator get. a 
screw driver of the janitor, take the 
Yale lock off his desk, put it in his 
grip and carry him homo. 
" 'Gervtlemen,' said a former sen- 


ator on the floor of tho Ohio senate, 
'I am the only honest man in 
this 


body. 
At. least I am tho only man 


whoso honesty has been passed upon 
by a jury.' 


"The popular distrust of legislative 


bodies is one of the ugliest phases of 
our political life. 


"Probably representatives are 
as 


good as the people. 
But their in- 


tegrity is subjected 
to a greater 


strain than that of the average citi- 
zen. 
Stronger and abler men are 


nestled to face the lobby of special 
interests at tho state capitol. 


"But while we are waiting for the 


needed improvement in the charac- 


ter of legislative bodies, something 
else may be done to allay the popular 
distrust. 


"Amend the state constitution so 


that, the people may bring injunction 
proceedings against any act of their 
legislature, and may also mandamus 
leRislature to permit desired legisla- 
tion. 


"Tho referendum is the legislative 


injunction and tho initiative is the 
mandamus wo need. 
By moons of 


those provisions tho people 
become 


an adjunct of the legislature. 


"This is a shocking proposal to men 


who are content that a court should 
enjoin legislatures or even legislate 
by constructions. 


"Thus is the issufi drawn In our 


day between the friend and foe of 
popular government. Ton American 
states and over a hundred American 
cities have already achieved the In- 
itiative and referendum. This revo- 
lution has taken place in ten short 
years. 
In another ten years 
there 


will not bo a single northern state 
without, these powers, and direct leg- 
islation will, by that, time, be the es- 
tablished practice of American mu- 
nicipal life. 


"The people have tried government 


by legislatures and are not satisfied 
with it. 
Now they are going to try 


their own hand. While we are dis- 
puting about 
the 
wisdom 
of th« 


change, the change is actually being 
made. 
The nation Is having a new 


birth in freedom."

Government Treats With 


Revolutionists and 


War is Ended 


HOSTILITIES TO CEASE 


At Once According to Agreeibent 


Signed Sunday Night 


at 10 O'clock. 


Juarez, Mex., May 22. — H Presi- 


dent Diaz and Vice President Corral^ 
resign by June 1, the 
peace pact 
signed here last night will automati- 
cally 
become 
permanent. If thgy 


should continue in office the treaty 
will expire and the rebels will re- 
sume fighting. 
The final signing of 


the treaty was picturesque. 
Four 
autos carried the peace envoys to the 
custom house, which for some reason. 
was locked. The autos formed in* 
half circle with all their lights point- 
ed at the doors of the custom house, 
and in this light the various repre- 
sentatives read their part of th« 
agreement. When a street car »hut 
off the light from the autos, newspa- 
per men held lighted matches 
for. 
the readers. 


•Madero furnished the fountain pea 


with the various copies of the agree- 
ment were signed. 


The real test of strength for Mar 


dero in the Mexican revolution 
la 


about to begin. Whether fte will be 
able to stop the fighting, now that 
he has brought about the peace treaty 
is the question which worries 
hia 


friends. 
His father said today that 


it would take a long time to stop 
all the fighting, as the rebel banja 
are widely scattered and many of the 
leaders will pay no attention to tel- 
egrams from Madero for several days 
because they will believe them to be 
the work of Diaz agents. It is re- 
quested that the news associations of 
the United States and Mexico help 
spread the news that peace tas real- 
ly been declared. 


Fighting in outlying points is ex- 


pected 
to continue until 
Madero^ 
reaches Mexico City. Madero himself 
today was very confident that Fia- 
gueroa would accept the peace treaty 
and stop the fighting in the south. 


Mexico City, May 22. — Upon 
the 


receipt here of official advices of tfca 
signing of the peace pact at Juarez, 
it was announced that Diaz would re- 
sign on May 23. He will go at once 
to Vera Cruz and embark for France 
on the steamer Espagne. He 
will 


stop at Havana for a talk with Gen- 
eral Rayes, who was ordered to stop 
off there recently on being ordered to 
return to Mexico. The 
rebels 
in 


Southern Mexico yesterday captured 
Gerenuevava, south of the capital. 
The federal officials there -were 
al- 


lowed to depart, as they bad male 
practically no resistance. 
There la 


still an uneasy feeling here that th.e. 
southern rebels will refuse to accept 
the peace terms. 


Juarez, 
Mex., 
May 
22.— Officially 


designated representatives of the Mex- 
ican government and the revolutionists 
at 10 o'clock last night signed a peac^ 
agreement at the customs house here. 
intended to end the hostilities that 
have been waged in Mexico for th« 
last six months. Though covering only 
the principal points negotiated thus 
far, the agreement practically records 
the concessions by the government of 
those demands which started, on Nov. 
20 last, armed revolution in Mexico. 
Telegrams announcing the signing of 
the 
agreement 
were 
dispatched 


throughout Mexico to revolutionary 
and federal leaders alike. 


Constitutional restrictions prevented 


the inclusion in the agreement of the 
fact that the rebels will be permitted 
to suggest to various state legislatures 
the- names of provisional governors, 
and likewise the fact that six of the 
eight members of the new cabinet have 
been chosen by the revolutionists, but

Barra, at present minister of foreign 
relations of the government of Senor 
General Diaz, will assume, for the In- 
terim, the power of the executive of 
the nation and will call the general 
elections according to the terms of the 
constitution; and 


"4—That the national government 


will study the conditions of public 
opinion in the actuality to 
satisfy 


these conditions with the provisions of 
the constitution, and will come to an 
agreement conducive to indemnifying 
the losses directly caused by the revo- 
tion; therefore, the two parties repre- 
, sented in this conference, in view of 
the previous 
considerations, 
have 


agreed to formulate 
the 
following 


agreement: 
"From today on hostilities which 


have existed in the entire national ter- 
ritory of the republic shall cease be- 
tween the forces of the government 
and those of the 
revolution, these 


forces to be dismissed in proportion as 
in each state the necessary steps are 
taken to re-establish and 
guarantee 


tranquility and public order.

"Transitory provision: 
"As soon as possible the reconstruc- 


tion or repair of telegraph and railway 
lines hitherto interrupted shall be be- 
gun. 
"Agreed and signed in duplicate by 
"Senor Don Francisco S. Carbajal. 
"Senor Franciso Vasquez Gomez. 
"Don Francisco Madero. 
"Don Jose Maria Pino Suarez." 
The agreement was signed 
after 


Madero, jr., leader of the revolution, 
expressing the view that peace could 
toe declared only when Senor De La 
Barra became provisional 
president 


and the new cabinet was installed.

Some of his chiefs argued otherwise, 


declaring that armed forces in 
the 


field in the.interim might precipitate 
trouble. It was suggested too, that in 


1 deference to the wish of 
President 


Diaz to retire when tranquillty was 
restored, the 
peace 
agreement be 


made Immediately, and his resignation 
Is expected within four or five days. 
The latter view prevailed. 
| 
Senor Madero's hesitancy was based 


on the idea that a peace agreement 
could have no legal erfect, Inasmuch 
as one of the parties, the revolutionists, 
expired when peace was declared. It 
was pointed out to him, however, that 
a peace treaty in the legal sense 
oi 


the word was not desired, but merely 
a signed declaration recording what 
had been done toward satisfying 
the 


demands of the revolutionists.

The troops, it is provided in 
the 


agreement, signed last night will be 
disbanded proportionately as each is 
restored to tranquility. As the revo- 
lution in many states has been incited 
by the opposition to the governors the 
retention of armed forces until the

will not be evaded.

which has existed for the last week,

ASCENDED UP ON HIGH 


WHEREHEWAS BEFORE 


How He Led a Multitude of 


What the Ascension of Jesus Im- 


plied For Himself and For 


the World. 


Baltimore, 
Md., 


May 21. — Pastor 
R u s s e l l of tbe 
Brooklyn Taberna- 
cle preached here 
t w i c e today to 
large and 
atten- 


tive audiences. We 
report one of his 
discourses 
f r o m 


tbe text, "When 
He ascended upon 


high He led a multitude of captives" 
(Rpheslans Iv. 8-10). 


In this week occurs the anniversary 


of Jesus' ascension. In one sense of 
the word our Lord ascended (that is, 
from human nature and the tomb, to 
the divine nature and immortality) at 
the time of His resurrection from the 
dead. 
He tarried, however, for forty 


days, with the Apostles for their es- 
tablishment and instruction—He on 
the spirit plane. Invisible to them, ex- 
cept when he manifested Himself by 
appearing 
miraculously 
in 
various 


forms to convince them that He was 
no longer deceased, and also that He 
was no longer confined to human con- 
ditions—that 
His 
resurrection 
tmd 


made Him again a spirit being on the' 
higher plane, where He was before 
He took human nature for the suffer- 
ing of death, for the redemption of 
humanity. 


Not alone by His words, but also by 


Bis conduct, our Lord taught His fol- 
lowers. They had not as yet been be- 
gotten of the Holy Spirit, and hence 
could not understand or appreciate 
spiritual things. 
They ^could there- 


fore receive instruction only a long nat- 
ural lines. Jesus was raised from the 
dead a spirit being, far above angels, 
principalities and powers. 
Had He 


then gone directly to the Father with- 
out manifesting Himself to His disci- 
ples, they would never have been able 
to understand the truth of the matter. 


Hence their lessons were given them 


largely in pantomime, corroborated by 
the Master's words, explaining that it 
was necessary that Messiah should 
die in order that He might redeem the 
world, and that it was also necessary 
that He ascend up on high and re- 
enter upon the spiritual plane of ex- 
istence, which He had before He caine 
into the world—In order that from 
that higher plane of being He might 
be the more capable of filling the 
great Office of Prophet. Priest, Medi- 
ator and King of the world. 
"FlMh and Blood Cannot Inherit th« 


Kingdom of God." 


Not only, therefore, did Jesus mani- 


fest Himself during the forty days, 
some seven times, for a few moments 
each time, in various forms, but final- 
ly, at the conclusion of the forty days, 
He ascended In full view of His dis- 
ciples. This was one way of telling 
them of His ascension, that He had 
gone to the Father, that they need not 
expect to see Him again as formerly. 


We are not, however, to suppose for 


m moment that Jesus ascended a fleshly 
or human being; we remember, on the 
contrary, that "flesh and blood cannot 
inherit the Kingdom of God," and that 
"Re was put to death in the flesh but 
quickened in the spirit," and that 
thenceforth, as the Apostle declares, 
"The Lord is that Spirit" (II Corin- 
thians ill, 17). 


Seen by Saul of T«r»u». 


The Apostles were to bear witness 


to the resurrection of Jesus; but Judas i 
Timing lost his place, and it having' 
been given to St. Paul, it was proper] 
that the latter, as well as the rest of' 
the Apostles, should be able to bear, 
witness to Jesus' resurrection. 
Re- ' 


counting those who had seen tbe Lord 
after His resurrection, in some of the 
various manifestations, St. Paul says. | 
"Last of all HP was seen of me also, 
as one born before the time." 


Jesus appeared to St Paul In the 


glorious brightness of His Spirit Be- 
ing, "shining above the brightness of 
the sun at noonday." The sight caused i 
injury to the eyes of the beholder. 
Such a manifestation would have been 
inappropriate aud unsatisfactory had 
the Redeemer so appeared to the elev-; 
en during the forty days. How conld 
they have Identified the glorious Per- 
sonage, who shone above the bright- 
ness of the sun at noonday, as the Lord 
Jesus, whom they had known for 
years. How could they have been en- 
abled to fully identify Him, in His 
many different appearances, with His 
former self—their Friend, their Teach- 
er? But to Saul of Tarsus, the reveal- 
Ing In fiery light, above the noonday 
glare, was very appropriate. 
It con- 


vinced him, In a manner that no human 
appearance in the flesh could have 
equalled, that Jesus was no longer a 
man and that He was no impostor. St. 
Paul's conversion was Instantnneoiis. 
"Who art thou Lord?" he asked. 
"I 


am Jesus Whom thou persecntest"— 
still represented In My followers, of 
whom St. Stephen was one, whom yon 
murdered, and others of whom you 
have been hilling to prison. 


It should not cause us to marvel that 


Tesus ascended as He declared, "up' 
trhere He was before" (John vl, 62). It 
ihonld not surprise us that the Heav- 
*nly Father gave Him back all tho 
jlory and honor which He had 


v

fore, that tb* Apoetl* declares that H* 
••cended, in dignity and station, far 
above angels,s principalities and pow- 
ers, and every name that la Darned! 
(EpbeglatiB 1, 21.) On tbe contrary, It 
would be both equitable and God-like 
that the great Jebovab abould highly 
bonor His faithful, Only Begotten Son, 
tbe First and tbe Last, tbe Beginning 
and tbe Binding of the creation of God 
(Revelation xxll, 13). Could we for 
one moment suppose that our great 
Creator would allow His faithful Sou, 
or any servant, to lay down life in Di- 
vine service, and to suffer loss as a 
consequence of His obedience? Is it 
aot much more rational to believe, as 
the Scriptures declare, "Him bath God 
highly exalted" (Phillpplans II. 0). 


Th« Ate«nd«d On* Descended. 


Pastor Russell called attention to the 


Apostle's phraseology in the context— 
that the Ascended One had previously 
descended, and that the ascending and 
descending were related as cause and 
effect. The One who ascended up on 
high completely filled the highest po- 
sition In the great. Divine Government 
of the Universe—as Head of principali- 
ties and powers, angels and men—next 
to the Father. Yet, tbe Apostle warns 
us that we must not Identify the glori- 
fied One with the One Who, In obedi- 
ence to the Father's will, humbled 
Himself to come down from the heav- 
enly nature and glory to the earthly 
station where He, as a man, humbled 
Himself unto death, even unto the ig-' 
nominlous death of tbe cross. 


The Apostle calls our attention to 


these two extremes—the extreme of 
humiliation and tbe extreme of exal- 
tation, both accomplished in the Son 
of God, the Logon, The Christ 


If some of us at one time misunder- 


stood the Scriptures and supposed that 
our Lord Jesus asqended to heaven in'; 
a physical condition, as a man, we en- 
tirely misunderstood the Scriptures- 
He Who was rich, as the Logos in 
glory, preserved His Identity when He; 
was made poor for our sins, made flesh, \ 
that He might be our Bedeemer. Simi- 
larly, that Redeemer preserves 
His 


identity now that He has been made 
rich again—now that He has been re- 
ceived up to the Spirit Plane of glory, 
honor and immortality, the divine na- 
ture. 


To suppose that Jesus went to heav- 


en a man is to mistake the significance 
of His title. The Son of Man, which 
He maintains, as identifying Him with 
His great redemptive work—as one of 
His many titles. To suppose that Jesus 
is a human being In heaven would be 
to suppose that He is still as when 
1n the flesh, "a little lower than the 
angels," whereas the Scriptures de- 
clare that He has ascended far higher, 
no that all the angels of God. as well 
n* men nre commanded tb worship 
Hlai. To suppose Jesus in heaven a 
hnmnn being would be to suppose Him 
out of all harmony with heavenly, 
spiritual conditions and surroundings. 


Moreover, are we not told that tbe 


Church of Christ will be changed from 
the human to tbe spirit condition in tbe 
resurrection, and that this change will 
make the "elect of God" like their Re- 
deemer, so that they may see Him as 
He is, not as He «?o«—that they may 
see Him in glory, honor and immor- 
tality, exaltation, and not as tbe hu- 
miliated One, Who was made flesh that 
He might sacrifice His flesh on man's 
behalf? When we so thought we for- 
got the Scriptural declaration that 
"flesh and blood cannot inherit the" 
Kingdom of God," hence that all those 
called to be partakers of the divine 
nature and heavenly Kingdom with 
their Redeemer and Lord must be made 
like Him by the power of the First 
Resurrection. 


Difficulties of Unbelievers, 


Tbe Pastor declared that he had 


found worldly-wise people very skep- 
tical respecting the descent of the 
Logas, the Son of God. to earthly con- 
ditions; but that Christians seem to 
have more difficulty than tbe world la 
comprehending the return, the ascen- 
sion of Jesus to the spirit-plane and its 
excellent glory. Both points, however, 
are Important, necessary, as the Apos- 
tle declares in the context. Whoever 
is unable to see that the Logm, the 
glorious Son of the Highest, humbled 
Himself, divested Himself of the Spir- 
it Nature and took instead human na- 
ture, cannot see that Jesus was sin- 
less. And those who cannot recognize 
that He was holy, harmless, undeGled 
and separate from the sinner race (He- 
brews vii, 26), cannot believe in the 
sacrifice of Jesus as being a Ransom- 
price for Adam, to effect his release 
and that of his race from condemna- 
tion. 


Pastor Russell wont into considera- 


ble detail respecting the manner by 
Which the Lopo* was transferred from 
heavenly conditions to earthly condi- 
tions, and how His purity. His perfec- 
tion of Organism, His freedom from 
sin was preserved, notwithstnnding the 
'fact that he was born of nu earthly 
mother who was not free from tho 
blemishes of Adam's race. 
He prof- 


fered his hearers, free upon applica- 
tion, a treatise entitled "The "Dndoflled 
One," which he believed showed scien- 
tifically the process used of God by 
which the Logo* was changed from tbe 
higher to the human nature, yet pre- 
served Immaculate. 


The error of supposing that Jesus Is 


still a man signifies the denial of His 
word, that He would ascend up where 
He wns before, and the denial of the 
Apostle's teaching that He has been 
highly exalted to glory and distinc- 
tion, th§ divine nature, as instead of 
human nature. This error, the Pmtor 
declared, had led to other errors, on* 
of which he cited, namely, the error, 
made by many Christian people of ex-1 
inn-tin* the second coming of ,Te«in In 
the flruli—as a glorious man and not as!

county officials 


may expend for clerk hire and ofilce 
expenses, and a new schedule of fees 
devised which is expected to make 
these offices entirely self-supporting. 
The enactment of these measures put 
an end to the movement for a return 
to the pernicious tee system. 
In ad- 


dition the office of County Infirmary 
Director, a relic of the dark past, wa.s 
abolished and 
the duties 
devolved 


upon 
the 
County 
Commissioners. 


There were many other good meas- 
ures passed. 
The above review indi- 


cates that the General Assembly did 
some splendid things 


"Governor Harmon did not fare so 


badly, e\en though his digmned shins 
were kicked. 


"A glance through the speech in 


appeal which he delivered at 
the 


Democratic joint caucus shows, thai- 
he asked for 17 separate and distinct 
measures. Two of these bills, those 
for the direct, nomination of 
state 


officers and for ttie nonpartisan nom- 
ination of judicial candidates, 
were 


killed outright. 
The bill to devolve 


upon the State Engineer the execu-

the real 
estate, the 
income 
tax 


amendment ratification and the es- 
tablishment of 
two state Normal 


Schools at Kent and Bowling Green. 
It is sad to state that it was through 
Republican support that he 
secured 


many of these things, opposition 
to 


most of them being manifested 
by 


the 
Democrats who call themselves 


"conservatives," but who are called 
by others "mullet heads." 


"So lar as the national 
platform 


pledges made at Dayton last year are 
conceined, all have been redeemed 
save the promise to install uniform 
text books in the common schools and 
to extend the principle ot the initia- 
tive and referendum.

He spoke in opening 
of Paul's conception of a. perfect man, 
who must be "measured by the fullness 
of the stature of Christ," He declared 
further that the full culmination and 
climax of the gospel is to make per- 
fection, of character in men and wo- 
men, and toward this end patriarch 
and prophet and evangelist and preach- 
or have had unity of faith—that such 
perfection is an outcome of the vision 
of God himself. 


The speaker went on to 
say 
that 


there is too much inclination to dis- 
sociate religion from 
manhood—that 


young men should rather learn that in 
the Christian life they must be pat- 
terns of chivalrj, of frank, outspoken 
nobility; and that the vibrant quality 
in religion should seek to follow, not 
the negative Christ, but th<> Christ of 
inflexible will, of magnificent deter- 
mination, of heroic character. 


He suggested as necessary elements 


in a true conception of Christianity: 


First, The necessity of making the 


most of ourselves; of seeking tn« ulti- 
mate unity of possibility and power. 
This necessity 
implies (I) reverence 


tor others; (2) self reverence, remem- 
bering "whose \e are, and whom ye 
serve." 


Secondly, wn n/ust t>e true to our 


own personally and individuality; we 
must have a nimal conviction that will 
stand against the stress of modern life. 


Thirdly, we must have a 
sublime 


moral purpose, and last and greatest, 
we need a 
glorious 
idealism. 
The 


soul cannot sately complete its voy- 
age without n guiding North star. The 
life that will be great must learn to 
roach out, to expand, to "build more 
noble mansions," in which wo shall 
find the full fruition of all our fnith 
and all our prayers. And greatest of 
all, you will bo like Christ, if you daily 
companion with Him.
